Discuss Lights 
at Meeting 
on Monday 

The village board held a sljcclal meet- 
ing .Monday evening at wliich the 
presence of the merchants wore re- 
quested to discuss the village finances 
anrl the liglitlng project. 

The lighting (luestlon has seemed to 
have gained considerable favor among 
the merchants in general and it is a 
very much discussed movement. 

The basis of the discussion that 
took place was on the financing and 
upkeep of the project, the board be- 
ing very emphatic on Its inability to 
promote'It with town funds and the 
addition of any further expense on 
the village. 

Several methods of financing were 
submitted but the ono that seemed to 
Iiear the most discussion was a busi- 
ness tax or licenso. Mr. J. J. Morley 
was of the opinion that a tax of this 
nature has been declared unconstitu- 
tional, but Instances of where a tax 
or license lias been imposed for busi- 
ness improvement were cited. 

It was. noted that with the few mer- 
chants that were present thgre were 
no objections made to the suggested 
tax, in fact many voiced their ap- 
proval. 

As the exact figures on the cost of 
installation and maintenance wore 
not available It was decided that 
these figures be secured and another 
meeting be held In the near future. 

This question will probably be de- 
cided before Labor day as then It Is 
expected many of the sidewalks of 
the business section will be rebuilt to 
meet requirements of the ordinance.

"India," Gorgeous Pageant, Fea- 
ture of Night Show at Fair. 

Tlie nmuunotli fireworks spectncio, 
"India," will hendllno the nfeht pro- 
gnim at the Central States Eipoaitlon. 
Aurora. Augiwt 17 to 25, .Secretary Clif- 
ford It. Trimble announces. 

So large U tho show engaged by the 
fair this year that a special train will 
be needed to transport It to nnd from 
tho fair. Hundroils of feet of scenery, 
depleting the historical background for 
the spectacle, must be put up In the 
ataglng of the program. It has taken 
a sranll array of workmen tho bigger 
part of tho summer to muke this 
scenery. 

A stuff of fireworks experts will ac- 
company the spectncle to put up the 
scenery, "set" the fireworka. make the 
nmny elaborate net pieces which nre to 
he used as spoelal features each night, 
and "lire" the simw. Following each 
night show the scenerj*, which hns 
been torn to pieces by the "setting off' 
of the fireworks, must be rebuilt In a 
day, rewired, nnd nmdo coraidetoly 
ready for the next evening's show. 

Some strikingly new effectH in fire- 
works may bo looked for at tho com- 
ing spectacle, according to the mann- 
facturers. Experiments continued 
since tho war have produced more 
vivid nnd more uousunl color effocta 
than were thought possible five years 
ago. Ited strychnine, ground nlural- 
num, potasnlum, and mngneslum, the 
basic Ingredients, have been combined 
with new chemicals, lu working out 
tho formulas now In use. 

Guards will be assigned the entire 
week to keej) curious persons nway 
from the big stores of powder nnd high 
explosives shipped In to put on the big 
spectacle. Every precaution Is taken 
to prevent accidents In the hondllng of i 
supplies from tho time they leavo the 
factory until they arrive on tho fair 
erounds.

Our future success as a nation de- 
pends upon using the resources wo 
have now, however lowly. That Is 
ono of tho underlying principles of co- 
oporatlon. Cash Is on the by-products, 
that's what every farmer co-operative 
organization In the United States Is 
trying to do.
